2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Claims 2-1 1 were rejected under 35 USC 1 1 2-2nd for ambiguously defining the 
variable "s." Applicant has appropriately amended the claims to remove this 
ambiguity and the rejection is withdrawn. 

• Claims 12-25 were rejected under 35 USC 1 12-2 nd due to conflicting definitions of 
R1 . Applicant has canceled the claims thus this rejection is rendered moot. 

• Claims 26-35, and 87 were rejected under 35 USC 1 12-2 nd due to an ambiguous 
definition of Z and Z1 . Applicant has canceled the claims thus this rejection is 
rendered moot. 
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• Claims 82 and 85 were rejected under 35 USC 1 12-2 nd due to an ambiguous 
definition of R1 . Applicant has canceled the claims thus this rejection is rendered 
moot. 

• Claims 37-56, 60-80, 83, 84, 86, 89, 90, 92-95, and 98 were rejected under 35 USC 
1 12-2 nd due to being dependent on a cancelled claim. Applicant has canceled all 
claims but for 95 and 98 which were appropriately amended, thus this rejection is 
withdrawn / rendered moot. 

• All claim objections are hereby withdrawn.
